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Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-26 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 7 and 17, "three lines" should be changed to —at least three lines— in order to 
provide proper antecedent basis for the limitations recited in dependent claims 10, 14, and 24. 

Claims 8-16 and 18-26 are objected to for being dependent on an objected base claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 7, 8, 13-18, 24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent 5,317,520 to Castle. 

Castle discloses a temperature measuring transducer comprising: 

a variable electrical resistor (24) having variable resistance that depends on temperature; 

and 
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an evaluation device (22) connected to the variable resistor by at least three lines through 
which the lines can be checked for a line break (abstract; figure 1); 

wherein, for a break in a first of two lines which are connected on the same side of the 
variable resistor, a measurement of the resistance value using the first line is performed with the 
second line by routing the current conducted through the variable resistor via the second line and by 
tapping off the falling voltage associated with the second line; the evaluation device compensates 
for the influence of the resistance of the second line (column 2, line 2-column 3, line 6; column 3, 
lines 17-32); the physical variable is temperature; the evaluation device is connected to the variable 
resistor by four lines; and tapping off the falling voltage enables the measuring result value to not 
be influenced by a voltage drop at the measuring lines; a current is applied to the resistor; the 
evaluation device evaluates an associated voltage drop across the resistor; and the evaluated voltage 
drop of the variable resistor is correlated with the associated temperature to be measured. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-12, 19-23, and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims, and amended to overcome the objections set forth in 
this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 

remaining limitations of the claims: 
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A temperature measuring transducer, wherein the evaluation device further comprises a 
switchable current source switchable to either the first or second line (claim 9). 

A method for measuring a temperature, wherein the evaluation device further comprises a 
switchable current source wherein the current source for line checking is switchable to either the 
first or second line (claim 19).
